The Coke Region Is making steady 


progress toward a resumption of 
activity on a larger scale than has 
prevailed for several years. 
"Within 


the past 10 days approximately 1,200 
ovens have been ad&d ot the active 
list which increases tho total addi- 
tions sinoe election to almost 3,000 
ovenj. 


Both the 
furnace • and 
merchant 


groups o* producers are taking part 
in the forward movement, botti ad- 
ding ovens at plants already in op-, 
oration and restoring long idle plants 
to 
activity. 
Last week the H. C. 


Frick Coke Company flred up 470 
ovens including additions at Collier, 
Hostetter, Leisenring Nos. 2 and 3, 
Phillips, Tork Run and Oliphant. The 
latter had not been in operation since 
last' May. '• This

Trick ovena are being put in blast at 
Calumet, Croseland and Marguerite, 
not one of- which has been making 
coke for several months. 


Meantime the merchant operators 


hare, been .making, proportionate .in- 
creases in their active oven quota,

Puritan No. 6, Mount Hope, Oliver 
No. 2, LaBelle, Lincoln, Sterling and.
